Mr R_ E. Everest, the supervisor 
of dominion illustration station in Al¬ 
berta in writing us on the silage 
question says:— 

Occasional fields of sunfowers and 
corn were seen in 1922 and many more 
farmers are considering the advisibil- 
ity of making a start along this line in 
1923. Those thinking over the matter 
should decide quickly and act accord¬ 
ingly. The question of growing a 
silage crop is not one of great respon¬ 
sibility or obligation; the matter comes 
very closely to a position of having 
much to gain and very little to lose. 

Land is plentiful; therefore set a- 
side ten acres of fallow near to the 
stabling. This makes convenient for 
cultivating the rowed crop, and also 
gives a short haul in filling the silo i 
Ordor early 80 lbs. of sunflower seed 
and a bushel of corn. Sunflower seed 
was short in May last year and cost 
more than March—order early. Sow 
eight acres to sunflowers—Mammoth 
Russian variety— and two acres to 
corn—North-western seed from grain 
drill in rows 36in. apart about the 
middle of May. Cultivate as required 
to keep down weeds throughout season 
In a slack couple of days as autumn 
approaches take out a trench 30 ft 
long, 12 ft., wide and 8 ft. deep by us 
of the plow and scraper. Later, when 
frost threatens, harvest the sun¬ 
flowers right through the cutting box 
into trench, levelling and tramping 
silage well in the process. Seal the 
silo over to exclude the air by cover¬ 
ing with straw. You will then have on 
hand a valuable addition to the feed 
supply that will assist suprisingly in 
the intensive winter work of milk pro¬ 
duction, feeding for flesh, or growth 
of young stock.

There were 12,537 persons employed 
in mines during the month of Decem¬ 
ber, being an increase of 301 over 
December of 1921.

LIQUOR AND DRUG 
OFFENCES MULTIPLY 
IN SASKATCHEWAN 


Of a total of 1420 investigations of 
breaches of the Federal statutes in 
Saskatchewan, illicit still cases ac¬ 
counted for 962, or 67.24 per cent. Out 
of a total of 644 canvictions secured 
by the R.C.M.P. in connection with, 
breaches of Federal statutues 318, or 
49.37 per cent were illicit still cases. 

Infractions of the Inland Revenue 
Act account for 1606 out of a total 
of 5235 Investigations made by the 
R.C.M.P during the year into breaches 
of all the federal statutes—in other 
words. 30.67 of the cases were illicit 
still cases 

Breaches of the Opium and Drug 
Act investigated by the R.C.MIP. to¬ 
tal 1,694, or 32.35 per cent of the in- 
vestigotions into infractions of the 
federal statutes’ 

These figures reveal that liquor and 
drug cases combined account for 62.02 
per cent of the investigations made by 
the R.C.MJ.P. in the year in connec¬ 
tion withh breaces of the federal sta¬ 
tutes ^outside the two mentioned. 


Saskatchewan Debentures 


In the annual report of the Sas- 
natehewan' Local Government Board 
covering the year. 1922. recently pre-. 
sented to the legislature, the com¬ 
missioners express appreciation of the 
continuance by the residents of Sas¬ 
katchewan of the purchase of deben¬ 
tures issued by various local author¬ 
ities. Dui'ing the year 344 issues were 
sold, amounting to a total of $2,192,671 
and of these 136 issues were bought 
locally representing a total of 
$532,996 


Alberta Certificates 


Sales of Alberta provincial savings 
certificates for the last year reached 
hisrh-water mark They amounted to 
$3,708,536 gross, and notwithstanding 
heavy withdrawals thore was a net 
balance of $664,269 of new 'business. 
The total amount now outstanding in 
savings certificates is $4,350,822. 
Ninety per cent' of the investors are 
Alberto, people, and the average 
amount they have taken in individual 
purchases i s $250’ Some 6,000 ac¬ 
counts are being kept. Farmers and 
labouring classes comprise the major¬ 
ity of the purchasers.

From September 1st to March J4th
